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TALKIE RIGHTS SUIT 
SET FOR LONDON 


Case Is Likely to Test Western 
Electric Contracts Demanding 
Use of Its Apparatus. 


PATENT RIGHTS INVOLVED 


European - Combination Seeks to 
Restrain Theatre From Using 
American Device.

Wheless to Tax New York Times. 

LONDON, April 28.—The domina- 
tion of the Western Electric Com- 
pany in the field of sound films here 
is threatened by the lawsuit which 
will come in the Chancery Division 
on Tuesday. The validity of all the 
Western Electric Company’s con- 
tracts in Britain may be jeopardized 
in this case, which, for the first time, 
will bring the great American and 
European talkie combinations into | 
open conflict. 

Ever since the showing of sound 
films began the Western Electric 
Company has insisted that films pro- 
duced with its apparatus in the 
United States must be shown on its 
apparatus in the theatres here. If} 
the Western Electric loses the com- | 
ing legal battle, the British theatres | 
will be able to show its films on | 


British or Continental apparatus. | 
The Western Electric has never ac- |, 
mitted that it hasa stranglehold, and | 
recently the company explained that 
it was not insisting on the use of | 
its own products, but on apparatus 
which would function efficiently. 
Case Regarded as Test. 

Nevertheless the Western Electric 
is marshaling strong forces to win 
the case. Whole suites of offices | 
have been leased in Bush House, that 
American-designed office building | 
which dominates the Strand. Noted 
counsel are being retained and prep- 
arations are being made for a pro- 
tracted legal struggle, for the case 
may turn out to be an all-important 
test case in determining the destiny 
of sound films in England. ‘ 

In the legal calendar this suit ap- 
pears as a writ issued by three Ger- 
man inventors whose talkie patents 
are the property of the $300,000,000 
Continental combination of Siemens, 
A. E. G., the International Tobis 
Company and British Phototone, 
Ltd. The writ is directed against 
the lessees of the Regal Cinema, 
which, in the film life of London, 
corresponds to the Roxy, the Para- 
mount or the Capitol theatres on) 
Rroadway. It seeks to restrain the) 
Regal Cinema from showing talkies 
over the Western Electric Company s | 
apparatus on the ground that it in-| 
fringes four basic patents owned by) 
the Continental combine. The West-| 
ern Electric has come to the assis- 
tance of the Regal Cinema’s lessees, | 
as a clause in the Regal’s contract; 
protects it against any patent dis-| 
pute such as the present one. 


Talkies Win Popularity. 


Outwardly the suit is against the | 
Regal Cinema alone, but the outcome | 


will be watched with the most in- 
tense interest by 200 owners of 
movie houses here who have already 
contracted for Western Electric ap- 
paratus. So far only about twenty- 
five sets have been installed in Eng- 
land, but the craze for the talkies 
has spread so fast that exhibitors 
are rapidly adopting the new style. 
The biggest British chain of movie 
houses has ordered fifty-four ma- 
chines, and realizes that it must 
soon equip all its theatres with the 
necessary apparatus. By the end of 
this year, it is estimated, the West- 
ern Electric will be installing two 
machines every day in English movie 
houses. Within the next six months 
there will be 3,000 talkie machines 
of some sort in English movie 
houses, ranging from the $125 ‘‘cot- 
tage’”’ type to the $25,000 ‘‘cathedral”’ 
apparatus for the biggest theatres.

LLOYD GEORGE SCORES

The relic, an heirloom of the Port- 
land family for about 150 years and 
for the Jast 119 years loaned to the 
British Museum, is to be sold by the

Only once since the dowager Mar- 
bought 
the vase from Sir William Hamilton, 
then the British Minister at Naples, 
about 1777, has there been any op- 
portunity of appraising its value at 
auction. That was in 1786, when a 
bid of 980 guineas, roughly $5,145, 
was not reached on a reserved price. 

The vase became the property of 
the third Duke, whose son deposited 
it with the British Museum in 1810. 
Nobody at that time was certain 
what the vase was made of or how 
it had been fashioned. It had orig- 
inally been bought by the English 
antiquarian, James Byers, who re- 
sided in Rome from 1750 to 1790, 
from the family of Pope Barbarini, 
who was then living in reduced cir- 
cumstances. Mr. Byers sold it to 
Sir William Hamilton and the con- 
troversy over its origin raged for 
years.

Limitations to Armed Security. 

“The hope of gaining absolute se- 
curity through armaments is anether 
delusion, No nation ever could say 
that its army and navy makes it per- 
fectly secure.

Apparently no delegation to the 
Preliminary Commission has a man- 
date to open this problem here. The 
instructions ef Hugh §S. fibson seem 
to limit his activities to preparing 
as speedily as possible for an inter- 
national eenference for the reduc- 
tion of armaments, and especially to 
concentrate on methods of reduction 
of naval strength. 

Nevertheless, the problem of the 
freedom of the seas hovers over the 
deliberations, and many delegates 
have done much private ing 
about it. One reason for this is that 
many publicists, both in Europe and 
the United States, have been debat- 
ing the problem. 

The chief immediate reason, how- 
ever, was an announcement made 
here by British circles of the League 
of Nations, although not connected 
with the British disarmament dele- 
gation, that the Labor party wouid 
enunciate decisive opinions on the 
subject. This party was described 
as holding to the League view that 
the seas can only he closed when 
the nations, by common action, take 
blockade and punitive measures 
against a nation which has launched 
an aggressive war.

France and Belgium Unveil It 
in Flanders to Honor 39,000 
Victims of German Drive. 


WARNING FROM FRENCHMAN 


Let Us Not Forget German Misdeeda, 
He Unges-—Writer Asserts French 
Knew of Gas, but Did Nothing. 


Special Cable te Tux New York Tims, 

PARIS, April 28.—The horror which 
may be in store for future genera- 
tions was in mind teday when a 
monument to commemorate those 
who fell in the first German gas at- 
tack on April 22, 1915, was unveiled 
at Steenstrat, on the old Flanders 
front. King Albert of Belgium was 
prevented by a cold from officiating, 
but he sent his Minister of Defense 
and the highest officials of his army, 


‘and France was represented by Gen- 


eral’ Gouraud and other important 
leaders of the French Army. 

It was recalled that the tragic re-

“In consequence of this, a certain 
number of cases which, in former 
years, would have been sent to 
schools for the blind are now sent 
to schools for myopic children.’’ 

Regarding the care of myopia the 
following is reported: 

“Dr. McVail reports as follows on 
these classes: e total number of 
children now being taught under 
sight-saving conditions is ae 
seven (thirty-two girls and five boys). 
Of these thirty-two hold council 
awards and the remaining five are 
fee payers. None have more than 
seven dioptres of myopia in the bet- 
ter eye,-the majority ranging between 
four and six dioptres. For those with 
lesser degrees the regulations are to 
some extent modified. 

“All are inspected at school eve 
six months, and although a muc 
longer time must elapse before any 
definite opinion can be formed as to 
the results of secondary school educa- 
tion on the eyes of myopes, the 
scheme has so far been successful.

“The collapse in the newsprint | 
market,”’ the department said, “was | 
not altogether unexpected to those | 
familiar with the rapid expansion of | 
the Canadian industry during the

The hook-up between college 
and big-league baseball, emphasized of late years by 
the number of campus stars rushing into professional 
baseball, has its danger points, one of which is the

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Reparations’ Conference has 
broken down because it was based 
upon only a partial consideration of 
all the facts and attendant circum- 
stances involved. America, as well 
asthe Allies, has failed in attaining 
a solution of the problem, which, 
more than any other today, controls 
the destiny of the peace of the 
world. 

So long as the reparations and debt 
problems exist, just so long there 
will remain jealousy, envy and un- 
certainty; and until these three are 
put to rest, genuine peace will not 

| exist. 

Now is a time, such as there has 
not been for centuries, when the 
peoples of the civilized nations of 
this earth yearn for peace. But 
peace cannot be attained unless there 
is an open and frank discussion be- 
tween the nations involved of the 
questions concerned in the repara- 
tions and debt problems.

M. Scattered about the speakeasy, 
the detectives found the murder 
weapons. They were a large carving 
knife, a thin blunt-nosed putty knife, 
such as is used by painters, a small 
saw and, under Collins’s body, a 
blood-stained pair of large scissors.

The 
North also has far better rail trans- 
portation facilities than the South.’’ 

Professor Lansburgh concluded that 
the Northern manufacturer, with a 
well-arranged plant and his better 
paid skilled labor, will have produc- 
tion costs which will force the South- 
ern manufacturer to get on a sound 
basis rather than on the boom basis 
which he is on at present.”’ 

Discussing the responsibility of the 
community for the conditions in in- 
dustry, the Rev. Philip H. Burkett. 
professor of sociology and _  eco- 
nomics at St. Joseph’s College, ad- 
vocated the formation of joint com- 
mittees of manufacturers and local 
Chambers of Commerce and the gov- 
ernment to suggest methods of regu- 
lating production to solve the prob- 
lem of recurring unemployment 
periods.

What we are after in the 
world is truth, and the search for 
truth is essentially an affirmative 
process. I am not an atheist 
cause the atheist explains nothing— 
and this universe demands an éx- 
planation. I am as much opposed 
as any one to the Christian myth 
which explains the origin, of the 
world and man in ‘Genesis.’ But if 
this myth is not true, what is true? 

‘In seeking the answer,. we find 
three truths about the universe: that 
it is a living universe; that it is a 
world of law and order; and that 
the universe has a purpose. . One 
the answers to the riddle is God. 
Whether this answer is true or not I 
do not know. But as between the 
answer of the Christian and that of 
the atheist, which is nothing at all, 
I take the answer of God.”

As a sidelight on the financial posi-

cant event. Wall Street has begun / 


to talk of a relaxing money market; 
call meney had in fact declined in a 
week or two from 10 to 7 per cent 
,| and time loans with Stock Exchange 
collateral from 9@ to 8%. . After its 
| usual habit at such times, speculative 
Wall Street had responded to these 
| lower. rates by a determined profes- 
.| Sional effort to bid up stecks im the 
style of, the January market. The ad- 
'| vance, of call money, to a rate which 
'| hasbeen exceeded on only five other 
G&ys this year (all of them in the 
A unsettled period of the quarterly set- 
tlements) was the money market's 


‘quick response. The incident again |' 


drew attention to the questions, what 
‘is to be the money market’s course 
in the rest of 1929, and how its 
course will affect other markets. 

Not many days ago it was insisted 
that, since the rate on two-month 
and six-month leans is properly re- 
garded as indicating the money mar- 
ket’s own prediction, the fractional 
reduction in Stock Exchange time- 
money rates from the high point of 
the year foreshadowed ending of 
money tension. Some stress was laid 
on the fact that brokers’ loans on 
time increased last week, for the 
first time since January. It was 
pointed out that, whereas loans on 
eall in the New York Stock Ex- 
change had increased $365,000,000 be- 


standing loans on time had actually 
decreased in the same seven weeks 
$112,000,000. Why was not this the 


in explanation for the exorbitantly high 





time-money rates? 
| No doubt it was, but only indirectly. 


| The early brokers’ loan reports of 


1928 showed more than $1,000,000,000 
| to be loaned on time, as against the 
| $415,000,000 now outstanding. The 
|reasons for that sweeping decrease, 
in a period when brokers’ loans on 


|eall were rising $2,000,000,000, were | 1 
|| obvious enough. The relatively much | 535 
| higher rates which began to be bid 


‘for call loans after the middle of 
1928. attracted lenders to that branch 
of the market, and the evidence that 
a still greater rise in rates was on 
| the eards gave strong motive for 
|}gvranting the kind of loans which 
| would permit advance in the rate on 
@ given loan at any moment. These 
very explanations, however, merely 
serve to emphasize the fact that the 
rise in time-money, from the 4% per 
cent of a year ago to the recent 9 
per cent, was as plainly a conse- 
|quence of the Stock Exchange’s in- 
satiable demand for credit as was 


last month’s 20 per cent call-money 


rate directly. 


But what, then, is to be inferred} 
from the return of 12 and 16 per} 


eent on demand loans? The course 
of rates in other years of first-quar- 
ter money stringency has seemed to 
indicate that, in default of large re- 
duction in use af credit, the money 
|market in the last half of such a 
year must presumably be still tighter. 
[It is true that Wall Street time- 
|money rates in the ‘“‘deflation year’’ 
|1921 ruled at 7 per eent in March 
|and were down to 5 or lower in the 
Autumn. But 1921 was a year of 
| continuous liquidation in both stock 
|and commodity markets; even brok- 
| ers’ loans were cut down 50 per cent 
'from the high point of 1920. That 
‘| was not the story, however, of years 
|such as 1920 and 1906 and 1902, in 
which speculative requisitions per- 
sisted after severe money stringency 
had developed in a season when 
|money rates are usually low and in 
| which the money rate tightened con- 
tinuously. The recent assertions that 
lthe present tightness of money is

RESIDENT BUYERS 
REPORT ON TRADE 


Weather Effects Still Noted, 
but Retail Purchasing 
Gained in Week, 


SUMMER GARMENTS ACTIVE 


Princess Influence as Fall Feature 
Seen—Coats Quiet—Printed 
Flat Crepes Lower. 


Although the effects of bau weather 
wer still noticeable, last week 
brought some improvement in the 
purchasing by retailers of Summer 
garments and accessories. Orders for 
short sleeve dresses were particu- 
larly notable and the outlook for this 


merchandise is considered good. The 
first report of a style influence likely 
to be a Fall feature stresses princess 
and semi-princess lines for the new 
season. Coats, with the exception of 
a few types, especially silk and velvet 
garments, were rather quiet. Piece 
goods trading was featured by a 
continued call for sports silks and the 
interest shown in wash goods such 
as cotto. and rayon voiles and 
piqués. New millinery models are 
receiving attention. Both men’s and 
boys’ clothing were without particu- 
lar feature, although buying interest 
in Summer garments is showing a 
slight gain. 

‘The trends in the various merchan- 
dise lines, as reported by the leading 
resident buying offices here, follow: 


McGREEVEY, WERRING & HOW- 
ELL—‘‘Short sleeve and sleeveless 
dresses are accepted favorites in all 
fabrics. Due to the fact that the 
higher priced garments do not look 
their value unless trimmed with 
genuine lace, these are offered 
with accompanying jackets, so that 
many ensemble types prevail. Sum- 
mer lines are being offered by man- 
ufacturers at cheaper prices than 
those of other garments. The $16.50 
concerns are producing sports lines 
for $10.50 in addition to their regu- 
lar $16.50 styles. The week brought 
an unusually large demand for $6.75 
dresses, embracing printed and 
plain georgettes and washable 
crepes. The coat market is quiet. 
The only items moving are silk and 
transparent velvet coats. Sports 
silks are strongly featured in the 
piece goods department. Rough 
weaves, both from sale and style 
standpoints, are of prime impor- 


tance.’’

INC.—‘‘Weather conditions have 
brought about a decrease in calls 
for coats. Some activity, however,

Requests for 
Summer wraps of transparent vel- 
vet are coming in, particularly for 
$25 to $59.50 retailers. A new tai- 
feta wrap is being brought out for 
wear with Summer dance frocks of 
chiffon or printed taffeta. Activity 
in better dresses has quieted down 
a little. Black prints on white 
grounds, and light grounds in gen- 
eral, are popular. ere is a great 
demand for novelty jackets, in- 
cluding many printed linens and 
piqués to sell at $4.95 to $10.’ 


MERCHANDISE REPORTING 
COMPANY, INC.—‘‘Our stores re- 
port considerable activity in their 
wash goods departments. Among 
the outstanding fabrics are printed 
cotton and rayon voiles. The ten- 
dency seems to be toward semi- 
modernistic designs and colorings, 
principally on light and medium 
grounds. There has also been a 
demand for printed batistes and 
dimities. There are many reorders 
for plain and printed piqués, and 
it is our belief that they will con- 
tinue to sell throughout the Sum- 
mer.”’

‘“‘From what can be construed from 
the few imports which have thus 
far made their appearance, prin- 
cess and semi-princess lines will be 
an important feature in Fall styles. 
Skirts will be longer, undoubtedly, 
especially for formal wear. This 
has already proved the case in a 
modified way in the Spring and 
Summer showings. The ensemble 
theme will undoubtedly continue to 
create interest, regardless of the 
medium.

WORK ATTIRE OUTPUT 
ROSE IN 2-YEAR PERIOD 


Federal Census Shows Value of 
$147,289,025 for 1927, Against 
$140,963,602 in 1925. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—The De- 
partment of Commerce announces 
that, according to data collected at 
the biennial census of manufactures 


taken in 1928, the establishments en- 
gaged primarily in the manufacture 
of men’s work clothing (except 
shirts) in 1927 reported products val- 
ued at $147,289,025, an increase of 4.5 
per cent as compared with $140,963,- 
602 reported for 1925, the last pre- 
ceding census vear. 

The value of products for 1927 was 
distributed as follows: Denim work 
clothing, $79,914,538; work clothing 
other than denim, $40,590,534; mis- 
cellaneous products other than work 
clothing, $24,619,777; receipts for 
contract work on materials owned by 
others, $2,164,176. 

The production of denim work 
clothing in 1927 comprised the fol- 
lowing: Overalls, 4,499,964 dozens, 
valued at $55,385,154; overall jackets, 
792,555 dozens, $10,540,343; one-piece 
Overall suits, 272,805 dozens, $5,499,- 
503; work pants, 527,458 dozens, $8,- 
ne other work clothing, $270,- 

The production of work clothing 
other than denim in 1927 comprised 
the following: Overalls, 864,563 doz- 
ens, valued at $10,256,920; overail 
jackets, 163,519 dozens, $1,779,410; 
one-piece overall suits, 157,108 doz- 
ens, $3,429,618; work pants, 1,600,965 
dozens, $24,680,786; other work cloth- 
ing, $443,790. 

Men’s work clothing is also manu- 
factured to some extent by establish- 
ments engaged primarily in the man- 
ufacture of men’s clothing other than 
work clothing. The value of men’s 
work clothing thus produced outside 
the industry in 1925 was $2,437,468. 

Of the 556 establishments reporting 
for 1927, 61 were located in Pennsyl- 
vania, 60 in New York, 35 in Illinois, 
34 in Texas, 32 in Indiana, 32 in 
Ohio, 28 in Massachusetts, 28 in Mis- 
souri, 25 in California, 21 in Georgia, 
18 in Tennessee, 16 in Iowa, 16 in 
Wisconsin, 14 in Minnesota, 14 in 
New Jersey, 14 in Virginia, 13 in 
Maryland, 11 in North Carolina, 8 
in Alabama, 8 in Louisiana, 6 in 
Kansas, 6 in Kentucky, 6 in Mich- 
igan, 6 in Washington, 5 in Arkan- 
sas, 5 in Maine, 5 in New Hamp- 


| shire, 5 in West Virginia, and the 


remaining 24 in nine other States. 

In 1925 the industry was represent- 
ed by 509 establishments, the in- 
crease to 556 in 1927 being the net 
result of a gain of 173 and a loss 
of 126. 

Of the establishments gained, 64 
had manufactured products other 
than work clothing in 1925, 3 for 
which separate reports were made at 
the present census were covered at 
the preceding census by combined 
reports for the operations of several 
plants under single ownership and 
106 reported for the first time at the 
present census. 

Of the 126 establishments lost, 73 
went out of business prior to 1927, 46 
reported commodities other than 
men’s work clothing as their princi- 
pal products in 1927 and were there- 
fore transferred to the appropriate 
industries, 4 were idle throughout 
the year, and 3 reported products 
valued at less than $5,000. No data 
were tabulated for establishments 
with products under $5,000 in value. 


CATTLE PRICES DROP 
AS BUYERS HOLD OFF 


Hogs Close the Week With a Gain 
of 15 to 25 Cents—Lamb 
Prices Break.

CHICAGO, April 27.—Cattle buyers 


were not so eager for supplies, and | 


despite the lighter receipts during 
the week the finish was at a decline 
of 25 to 40 cents on good to choice 
steers, with cows and heifers 50 to 
75 cents lower and prices on feeding 
steers and calves closed unchanged. 
The average of beef steers for the 
week was $13.75, the same as the 
previous week, maintaining the high 
of the season, 70 cents over a year 
ago and $3.15 above the five-year 
average. At the same time fresh beef 
with a range of 20 to 24 cents in the 
wholesale markets compared with 19 
to 24 cents a week ago. 

Hogs finished the week with a gain 
of 15 to 25 cents after an irregular 
price movement. The top was $11.80 
at the last and the average $11.50, or 
10 cents better than the previous 
week, 35 cents over a year ago and 
$1.05 above the five-year average. 
Supplies were 8,000 in excess of the 
previous week and 19,000 less than a 
year ago. 

Pork loans advanced 4% cent, with 
a range of 20 to 27% cents, or 2% 
cents better than a month ago. 

The heavy advance in sheep and 
lambs last week was followed by a 
break of 50 cents to $1 on fat lambs 
and 25 to 75 cents on others, with an 
average of $16.40 on lambs, the low- 
est in two months, compared with 
$17.10 the previous week and $17.35 
last year. 

Sheep averaged $9.10, a loss of 50 
cents for the week and 90 cents from 
last year. Fresh dressed lambs 
ranged 25 to 29 cents, the top being 
off 1 cent for the week. :
